This Communication is submitted in response to a January 8, 2007 
Notification of Missing Requirements Under 35 U.S.C. §371 in the 
United States Designated/Elected Office issued by the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office in connection with the above- identified 
application. The Notice, a copy of which is attached hereto as 
Exhibit A, provides a period of two months for filing a response.

Therefore, a response was originally due March 8, 2007. Applicants 
hereby petition for a one-month extension of time. The fee for a 
one-month extension is $120.00 for a large entity, and a check 
including that amount is enclosed. With a one-month extension, a 
response is due April 8, 2007. However, because April 8, 2007 
falls on a Sunday, a response filed the next business day, i.e. 
Monday, April 9, 2007, is to be considered timely. Accordingly, 
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this Communication is being timely filed. 

REMARKS 

The enclosed January 8, 2007 Notification requires the submission 
of a properly signed inventors' oath or declaration. In response, 
applicants submit as Exhibit B a Declaration and Power of Attorney 
signed by the inventors in compliance with 37 C.F.R. §1.4 97 (a) and 
(b) . In compliance with 37 C.F.R. §1.63, the Declaration refers to 
the application's above- identified serial number and filing date. 
The surcharge for filing the Declaration is $130.00 for a large 
entity, and a check including this amount is enclosed. 

The January 8, 2 0 07 Notice further indicated that the subject 
application does not contain a paper copy of a sequence listing as 
required by 37 C.F.R. §1. 821(c), or a computer readable form of the 
sequence listing and a statement that the content of the sequence 
listing in computer readable form is identical to the paper copy of 
the sequence listing. 

Applicants note that during a January 26, 2007 telephone conference 
between Jeffrey Shieh, Esq. , an associate of the undersigned, and 
Ms. Barbara Campbell of the Office of PCT Operations at the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office, Mr. Shieh indicated that the subject 
application does not contain any nucleotide or amino acid 
sequences, as defined in 37 C.F.R. §1.
